i • silverwar e container, generallv 
I* designated A, may be made, of moulded 
rubber or plastic or any suitable material, 
and lias a bottom portion :'!, substantially 
parallel side portions 2 and 3, and diverg- 
ing side or end portions 4 and 5. The sil- 
20 verware container is open at the . top . as 
shown. . 

The side portion 2 inclines upwardly 
and outwardly from the bottom portion 1, 
while the opposite side portion 3 inclines 
25 upwardly and inwardly from the bottom 
portion 1 in a plane substantially parallel 
to the plane of the outwardly inclined side 
2. Each of the substantially parallel in- 
clined sides 2 and 3 is provided with an 
30 out-turned hook-like rim atrits uppef.redge, 
the rim at the upper edge of the side 2 
being designated 2a and the rim portion at 
the upper edge of the side 3 being 
designated 3a. : . 

35 The silverware container "A. -has a parti- 
tion 7 extending across the interior: there- 
of from the side 2 to the" side 3, the i>arti- 
tion 7 dividing Uie container into two com- 
partments which are relatively narrow in 

40 both dmiensions so that when silverware 
is placed in the container A; it will gointo 
one or the other of ^e interior compart- 
ments, and because of- the dimensions of 
the compartment being- smaller than the 

45 individual pieces of silverware, the latter 
will riot fall down completely into either 
of the compartments, but will tend to be 
disposed so that portions of the individual 
pieces of silverware will extend .ujpwafdly;

The Silverware container "A" is designed 
t« be removably supported either on- the 
inside "or outside of a Midi drainer basket 
of common type, having outwardly inclined 

S§ or diverging side portions wherebv u plur- 


ality ol such dish drainer baskets may 
, similarly- be nested, one within the other. 
In Figures 4 and 5 the container A is 
shown in one condition of use, attached to 
a basket of the type mentioned, with the 70 
container A positioned on the inside of 
. such basket the latter being of a common 
-type,- consisting wire frame 8, spaced 
— longitudinal wires 9 connected thereto, and 
spaced transverse wires 10 also connected 75 
to tbeVwif e franie ,8.. The longitudinal and . 
transverse wires 9 and 10 are also secured 
tQgeltber'at. their crossing points. The wires 
9 and 10 of the basket form a bottom 
I'Aoxtion 11 and Upwardly and outwardly 80 
inclined side portions 12. 

In Figures 4 and 5, the silverware ^con- 
tainer A is mounted on tlie dish drainer 
basket to be supported thereby inside the 
basket, ^nd for this , purpose the rim por* g5 
tion 2a is hooked over the upper edge 13 of 
one of the side portions- 12 of the basket. 
In this condition it will" be noted that the 
side portion 2 of: the container A fits and 
lies along the inside of the inclined side: on 
portion 12 of the basket. 

-In Figures 6 and 7 the container A. is 
shown mounted on the basket *o. be sup-; 
ported exteriorly thereof, arid in this case 
the rim 3a of; the container A is hooked 95 
over the upper edge 13: of the inclined side 
portion 12 of the: basket. In this condition 
it will be noted that the side portion" 3! 
of the ^container A fits and" lies along the 
outside of the side portion 12 of the basket. 100 

Thus, the container A may be readily 
removably mounted : upon . the r basket^ 
either: interiorly of or exteriorly of the lafc 
ter, depending: upon the desires of theuser 
or the condition of use, arid in either case 105 
the container A properly; fits the side of . ; 
the basket and- is adequately supported in 
contact therewith.' ' ; : T 

The construction of the container facili- 
tates ^ shipment of the latter arid the basket, no 
since with the containers A removed .from ; 
the basket, a plurality of the latter riiay be 
nested one within tbe other and a plurality 
of "the containers A may be nested one 
within the other and placed in the top one 115 
of the nested: baskets, to enable compact - % 
packaging and considerable saving of space 
in the transport of these articles. 

The bottom 1 of container A is provided 
with openings 14 -for drainage of water 120 
from silverware. It will be noted that die 
side portions 2 and .3 of container A are 
inclined with respect to the^bottoni por- 
lion at approxiriiately: the* sain e : angle as

2. A silverware container as claimed 
10 iu claim 1 wherein the bottom portion has 

openings therethrough. 

3. A silverware container as claimed 
in claim 1, the container having a parti- 
tion therein dividing the same into two 

15 compartments. 

4. In combination with a dish drainer 
basket comprising a basket-line structure 
having a bottom portion and aide portions 
extending upwardly therefrom, one of the 

20 side portions being inclined upwardly and 
outwardly from the bottom portion, a re- 
movable silverware container having a 
bottom portion and side portions extending 
upwardly from the bottom portion, the 

25 container being open at the top, one side 
portion of the container being inclined up- 
wardly and outwardly from its bottom por- 
tion, and the opposite side portion of the 


container being inclined upwardly and in- 
wardly from its bottom portion, the in- 30 
clined side portions of container each 
having an out-turned hook-like rim at its 
upper edge, constructed and arranged to 
hook over the upper edge of the inclined 
side portion of the dish drainer basket, 35 
whereby the container may be mounted on 
the basket to be supported thereby in one 
position exteriorly of the basket with the 
rim of the inwardly inclined side portion 
of the container hooked over the upper 40 
edge of the inclined side portion of the 
basket and in another position interiorly 
of the basket with the rim of the outwardly 
inclined side portion of the container 
hooked over the upper edge of the in- 45 
clined side portion of the basket, the adja- 
cent side portions of the basket and the 
container being substantially parallel in 
either position. 

5. A silverware container substantially 50 
as described herein with reference to the 
accompanying drawings. 
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
